Dio finer grndrs of rubber," ho said,
"come either from Hrazll or tho Island
of Ceylon or the Malay States. Ceylon
and the Malay .States 11m Ilrltlsh colonies,
and therefore the embargo of tlie Ilrltlsh
Government pin rex a ban on the exporta-
tion of the rubber of those two colonies
to the United Stnles. This leaves us with
only Urazll to supply us with tho finer
grades of rublert nnd the supply from
that country Is wholly Inadequate for
American consumption.

"Tho ostensible object of the Ilrlllsh
Government In placing the embargo on
the exportation of rubber Is to keep that

from getting into the hands
Germnny and Austria. Hut It hits the
t'nlted Mntm as ludly as cither of those
countries. W11 are trying to arrange It so
that Ceylon and the .Malay States can
export their rubber to this country In
order to supply tho legitimate needs of
this country. As yet wo have been un-
successful, but wn hope the riltllcultles
may be solved In a satisfactory mauner."

Crude rubber Is svlllng In Now York
at about !0 rents n pound, while in Kng-lan- d

tho price is M centu a pound, with
practically no market. It Is said. The
normal demand for rubber In the United
States during 1915 Is estimated at 15.000
Ions. Of this amount llrnzll will be able
to supply only 35,"0i tons, leaving ful.y
30,000 tons which must come cither from
Ceylon or tho Malay States

On account of the glutting of the Ilrlt-
lsh markets with crude rubber. It Is said
that Ilrltlsh rubber manufacturers under
present conditions will be able to under-
sell the American manufacturer. It Is be-

lieved, however, that the ilrltlsh Govern-
ment will lift tho so far as It
applies to the 1'nlted Slates, providing
assurances nre given that none of the

rubber will bo reexported to Ger-
many or Austria.
